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A Season of Respect 


Just another mediocre football season at Os 
bourn Park in 1984? NO WAY!! Picked to go 2-8 in 
its first year in AAA, the Yellow Jackets sur¬ 
prised everybody, finishing 8-2, losing only to 
Potomac and Stonewall Jackson, both of whom 
went to regional playoffs. 

The first game was against Stonewall, and de¬ 
spite great crowd support, the team hadn't start¬ 
ed working together yet. and lost 29-3. 

The team worked hard in practice, getting 
hyped up for Garfield. The Jackets piled up 327 
yards on the ground and shocked the Indians and 
their fans, 35-6. This game proved to be the key 
to a winning season. 

The next week OP was visited by the North 
Stafford Wolverines. The Jackets played hard- 
nosed football, overcoming 7 fumbles, to pull out 
a 17-13 victory. 

At Stafford, the following week, the Indians 
shocked OP by going up 20-0. The Jackets dug in 
and scored 26 unanswered points to record its 
third straight victory 26-20. 

Back at Osbourn Park, the Jackets pounded 
Commonwealth power Woodbridge, 31-0. In do¬ 
ing so, the highly vaunted Wing-T offense piled 
up 356 yards. 

Still at OP, the Jacket’s defense played superb¬ 
ly, holding the Fauquier Falcons to just 80 yards 
on the ground, and winning their fifth straight 
game 27-16, breaking the school record for 
straight wins. 

The next week at Potomac would prove to be 
the biggest disappointment of the year. Both 
teams coming in 5-1, the winner would get the 
Regional Wildcard. The Panthers won their 


homecoming 23-0. 

The Jackets worked hard all week for home¬ 
coming against Broad Run. The team highlighted 
the crowning of Lisa Bailess as Flomecoming 
Queen, by beating the Spartans in a well matched 
game, 26-16. 

OP traveled to distant Winchester to face the 
Colonels of James Wood. The Jackets amassed 
412 yards, so thoroughly dominating the Colonels 
that everybody got to play. It turned out to be 
one of James Wood’s worst beatings, 40-20. 

For the final game of the season, the Yellow 
Jackets traveled to Osbourn High, to face our 
crosstown rivals, the Eagles. This proved to be 
the perfect example of how the team played all 
year. The defense held the Eagles to 7 yards rush¬ 
ing, and the offense scored 30 points. The game 
was won 40-0. dur mostly to the most supportive 
fans in OP Football history. 

The season was highlighted by breaking five 
school recordsi best record 8-2. most wins in a 
row, 5, widest margin of victory 40 pts., first 1000 
yards rusher, Victor Cahoon 1063 yds., most 
tackles in a game Brian McFlugh. 22. When the 
post-season honors came out. the Yellow Jackets 
had one All-State, four All-Region, eight All-Dis¬ 
trict, and eight All-Area players. As a team, the 
Yellow Jackets finished the season as number 18 
in the Washington Post's Top 20 Metropolitan 
Schools. 

The Yellow Jackets were greatly supported by 
the Administration, the Faculty, and most of all. 
the student body. The 1984-85 season marks the 
beginning of a new era in Osbourn Park football.
